Campaigners hope to get a 
similar response to Red- 
ditch, where more than 
20,000 people signed a peti¬ 
tion to save Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital’s A&E department. 

Six options have been for¬ 
warded for the future of 
services, with two of them 
possibly spelling the end for 
Kidderminster Hospital. 

The hospital which lost its 
A&E when it was down¬ 
graded by the Government 
in 2000. 

The hospital alliance has 
been formed by the Labour 
party in Wyre Forest and 
organisers say they hope 
Tory MP Mark Garnier and 
the district’s Conservative 
councillors will join. 

A statement by the organ¬ 
isers says: “We are openly 
asking community groups, 
all the people of Wyre Forest, 
political parties and our MR 
to come together for the 
good of our district.”

HERITAGE RAHWAY

THE Severn Valley Railway is beating 
the bad weather. The attraction has 
had 1,500 more visitors than expected 
despite torrential downpours. 

The 16-mile steam line, which runs between Kiddermin¬ 
ster and Bridgnorth, had expected to carry 68,900 passen¬ 
gers by the end of June. But the rain has failed to deter 
families and latest figures show that 70,387 people have 
boarded trains since the start of the year. 


Plea in 
hunt for 
robbers 

POLICE are appealing for 
help to track down armed 
robbers who have struck five 
times in Kidderminster. 

Weapons including a 
machete, meat cleaver, 
knives and sticks have been 
used in the raids in the 
Comberton Hill area. 

The BK Minimarket, in 
Hoo Road, was targeted on 
April 5. Offmore Stores, in 
Albert Road, was attacked 
on May 1. Two takeaways on 
Comberton Hill were next - 
Tasty Land on May 12 and 
Milan Pizza on June 2. 

The last raid was at the 
Golden Lion Pub, in George 
Street, on June 4. 

Some raids were carried 
out by two young men, 
others by three males, with 
their faces covered. 

Det Insp Dean Jones, of 
Kidderminster CID, said the 
offences were being linked 
and he added: “We are 
certain someone has an idea 
who is involved.” 


The figures compare 
almost exactly with those for 
the same period last year. 

General manager Nick 
Ralls said: “We didn’t set out 
to market the Severn Valley 
Railway as an all-weather 
attraction, but it looks as 
though a lot of people are 
seeing us in that light. 

“A steam train allows you 
to cheat the bad weather 
every time - it’s the best 
umbrella you could possibly 
have. 

“But since we opened the 
Engine House Visitor 
Centre at Highley in 2008, 
we’ve been able to offer visi¬ 
tors a really worthwhile 
indoor attraction too” 

Drainage 

The glass canopy over the 
concourse at the railway’s 
Kidderminster Town station 
has meant events including 
the two recent 1940s week¬ 
ends have been unaffected 
by the weather. 

Five years ago, the railway 
was devastated by torrential 
rain and floods which 
washed away the trackbed in 
many places. 

This forced the closure of 
part of the line between 
Bewdley and Bridgnorth for 
nine months. A major 
rebuilding and drainage pro¬ 
gramme to protect the 
railway from flooding for the 
next 100 years, was com¬ 
pleted in 2008 at a cost of 
more than £3.5 million.

STAFF from the West Midland Safari 
Park had a muddy good time when they 
donned fancy dress for a fun run. 
Despite the bad weather, the team of 
29 raised £2,000 for animals in the wild 
that are facing extinction. 

The 1.6km cross-country route took 
runners round some of the safari park 
grounds that form part of the Devil's 
Spittleful - an area designated as a site 
of special scientific interest. 

The area is usually closed to the 
public but spectators were able to catch 


a rare glimpse of this part of the 
lowland heath site, which is being 
cared for by park staff with the help of 
a grant from Natural England. 

The event, which was organized by 
Katie McDonald, the park’s research 
and conservation officer, is especially 
important for the safari park because 
some of the animals there are from the 
group of animals that face extinction in 
the wild, namely the critically endan¬ 
gered Sumatran tiger and endangered 
dhole. 


Katie said: “The run was an opportu¬ 
nity for staff to show their commit¬ 
ment to conservation at the same time 
as having fun.” 

Staff also raised £510 by organising 
an open evening at the Indian rhino 
house, bringing the total raised to 
£3,551.97, beating the target of £2,000. 

The safari park is open daily until 
November 2, 2012. The standard 
admission charge is £14.99 for adults,

Environment Secretary Caro¬ 
line Spelman announced the 
decision last week. 

Ministers 

Plans to privatise the forests 
managed by the Forestry Com¬ 
mission provoked outcry when 
they were announced last year. 

Protests resulted in the plans 
being put on hold 21 days after 
they were unveiled, and the 
Independent Panel on Forestry 
was set up to advise ministers. 

The panel last week released a 
report saying the estate should 
remain as land held in trust for 
the nation. Mrs Spelman said: 
“Our forests will stay in public 
hands. We will not sell the public 
forest estate. We’ll be talking to 
all those who are passionate 
about our forests to decide how 
we will manage our forests for 
the future.”

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New technology the my 
forward in providing care 


PEOPLE who are unsteady 
on their feet and at risk of 
falls at home are being 
encouraged to turn to tech¬ 
nology for help. 

Worcestershire County Council’s 
Assistive Technology Team is pointing 
people towards high-tech equipment 
which can help them maintain inde¬ 
pendence and safety in their own 
home. 

Devices include bed or chadr leaving 
alarms, night lights and fall detectors. 

One Worcestershire resident with 
poor mobility, Jean Keeble, was given 
a Chubb lifeline and a wrist-worn fall 
detector last year. 

She said the detector had a made a 
huge difference, helping her feel more 
confident. She added: “When I go out 
into my garden I feel reassured that if 
I fall and need help the emergency 
services will be called. My neighbours 
are regularly away and no-one would 
know I needed help.” 

Solution 

Assistive technology includes equip¬ 
ment which helps people administer 
medication, helps monitor someone’s 
whereabouts, and notifies carers when 
someone appears to be inactive for too 
long. 

Council bosses say also that the 
technology could be a cost-effective 
solution for meeting people’s needs. 

Councillor Philip Gretton, Worces¬ 
tershire County Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Adult Social Care, sadd: 
“Technology can be daunting, but the 
equipment available now is user- 
friendly and can support people to 
maintain their independence in a more 
cost-effective way. It can also provide 
reassurance for those who care for or 
look after someone knowing that if 
they do fall, they can be notified almost 
instantly.”

A KIDDERMINSTER woman 
who controlled and trafficked 
prostitutes in Northern 
Ireland has been jailed for 
seven years. 

Rong Chen, 35, conned women into 
entering the country believing they 
would find work as child minders. But 
instead the illegal immigrants worked 
as prostitutes or housekeepers, iso¬ 
lated in squalid flats and threatened 
with violence or deportation if they 
tried to escape. 

Chen, of Whinchat Grove, admitted 
two counts of controlling prostitution 
for gain, trafficking in the UK for 
sexual exploitation, and entering an 
arrangement to acquire criminal prop¬ 
erty. She was sentenced at Belfast 
Crown Court with her husband Jason 
Hinton and former policeman Simon 
Dempsey from Northern Ireland. 

Degraded 

Hinton pleaded guilty to aiding and 
abetting the control of prostitution 
but the court heard his role had been 
peripheral. He was given an order for 
220 hours unpaid work. 

Dempsey, 42, of Ringbuoy Cove, 
Cloughey, was jailed for nine months. 
He admitted aiding and abetting con¬ 
trolling prostitution and entering into 
an arrangement to acquire criminal 
property. 

Mr Justice Ben Stephens told Chen: 
“You sexually exploited and degraded 
women as a commodity for financial 
gain, irrespective of the impact on 
them or their lives.” 

The court heard Chen told the 
women her husband was a Chinese 
Triad gang leader. She was caught 
after two prostitutes were detained in 
Belfast in 2009. She had five brothels 
in Northern Ireland. The court was 
told Chen made £280,000 between 
January 2008 and May 2009.

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Centro 
in boost 
of £33m 

TRANSPORT chiefs in the 
West Midlands have been 
handed £33 million to spend 
on environmentally-friendly 
schemes. 

The money has been aw¬

He is also a 
magistrate and a member of 
the Staffordshire and West 
Midlands Probation Trust. 


Real or fake gun? Firearm 
officers decide at 50 yards 


AN AK47, an Uzi and an exact 
replica of the handgun used by 
former Iraqi dictator Saddam 
Hussein - these are just some of 
the guns lurking in the West 
Midland Police’s weapons store. 

A myriad of fierce firearms that have been 
seized by or surrendered to the force are 
contained within the unit - based at a secret 
location in the region. 

But despite the thousands of weapons 
stacked-up on dozens of racks, gun crime 
across the West Midlands is on the decline. 

Last year, only 94 firearms believed to 
have been used in crime were actually seized 
by the force. The difficulty for firearms offi¬ 
cers faced with making life or death deci¬ 
sions is how to know whether the weapon 
they Eire faced with is real. 

Correct 

The range of guns they come across 
require the need for the force to keep the 
thousands of deactivated firearms in the 
weapons store for training purposes. 

But it has emerged that imitation guns, 
easily sought for just a few pounds from a 
variety of websites, could lead to as disas¬ 
trous a conclusion as the real thing. 

Holding two handguns - one fake and one 
real despite being Edmost identical in sight 
and weight - police trainer Pc Rob Pedley, a 
former firearms officer for 11 years, 
described the difficulty officers face. 

“You have to very quicky assess the situa¬ 
tion and decide what the correct response 
is,” he said. 

“It’s very difficult to know whether a 
firearm someone is in possession of is 
genuine or Em imitation, and it is even more 
difficult when think about the fact that it 
could be pitch black and the person holding

that weapon could 50 yards or more away.” 
What the force is able to do to help ensure 
officers make the correct decision in such 
situations is train them to the highest possi¬ 
ble standard. 

More than 200 officers applied to join the 
firearms unit earlier this year. A medicsd, 
gruelling fitness test, basic gun handling 
assessment and scenario-based examina¬ 
tions saw that number whittled down to 24. 

Only 12 progress to the tactical stages of 
the course which includes exercises on loca¬ 
tion across the region. 

It is about 15 yeEirs since the last fatal 
shooting by the unit, when an officer opened 
fire on a robber who was holding a Birming¬ 
ham supermarket manager at knifepoint. 

The officer required to pull the trigger 
that day fronts a sobering presentation 
during the course describing his emotions 


on having to take someone’s life. Chief 
Inspector Paul Minor, head of the force’s 
Firearms Unit, said: “The perception of 
fireEirms units may be weapons and fast cars 
- but in reality it can be a lonely place. 

“Take this scenario: you’ve been called to 
a potential firearms incident at 3£im, very 
low light, when someone appears from the 
shadows, sees you and reaches inside their 
jacket pocket. Are they reaching for a gun? 
If you see a weapon can you be sure it’s a 
genuine threat or a replica? 

Confident 

“Sometimes officers need to make split- 
second decisions... and decisions that could 
have catastrophic consequences. Our offi¬ 
cers are trEdned to an exceptionally high 
standard by experts with many years 
fireEirms tactical experience; that’s why I’m 


confident that in the vast majority of inci¬ 
dents they will make the right decision.” 

In the past year 115 people in the West 
Midlands were injured in fireEirms incidents 
over the past year. Figures show there were 
18 firearms incidents in Wolverhampton, 12 
in Sandwell and nine each in Walsall and 
Dudley during that period. 

While fireEirms officers were deployed to 
the streets to help keep the peace, others 
workwith youngsters to warn them of the 
stark dangers of gun crime. 

Pc Pedley runs the force’s Guns & Knives 
Take Lives scheme, which in the past two 
years has reached almost 15,000 children, 
aged from 11 upwards. 

“It is well received,” he said. “Some cry, 
some Eire shocked. If it stops just one young 
person from associating with gangs, guns or 
knives then it is Eill worth it.” 


£640k Of 
‘criminal 
money' 
is seized 

MORE than £600,000 in 
cash has been seized from 
the bank accounts of sus¬ 
pected criminals in Stafford¬ 
shire. 

The force’s police author¬ 
ity has money sitting in a 
fund that is made up of cash 
from people whose assets 
have been seized. 

Should those who have 
money in the account be 
found guilty of criminal 
offences, they will never see 
a penny of it again. 

In total, £640,000 is held 
in the police account thanks 
to the powerful Proceeds of 
Crime Act legislation. 

Last year, the force used 
the powers to recover assets 
worth £1.7 million. 

Great 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Clews, head of Staf¬ 
fordshire Police’s Serious 
and Organised Crime Unit, 
said: “Many of the people we 
target are involved in 
serious and organised crime 
- including drug supply and 
fraud - and confiscation 
orders are a great tool to 
strip offenders of their 
assets. 

“Criminals’ money is 
ploughed back into the fight 
against drugs - through 
Operation Nemesis - and is 
helping turn youngsters’ 
lives around through com¬ 
munity initiatives.” 

Cash from the fund is 
partly used to help pay for 
community schemes and 
initiatives.

A SILO, one of two which have 
dominated the Kidderminster 
skyline for decades, is being 
gradually “gnawed away” as 
demolition work continues. 

The top of the 80-metre high struc¬ 
ture has been removed after a long 
reach digger moved on to the former 
British Sugar factory site, in Stourport 
Road. 

It is being demolished from the top 
and will be taken down to half size 
before work moves to the elevator 
building which connects the two silos. 

Demolition will then take place at the 
second silo using the same system. 

Bosses at the St Francis Group, 
which is carrying out the work, said 
first silo would be finished off by a 
smaller digger while the larger machine 
would move to the elevator and second 
silo. The scheme was expected to take 
around three weeks. 

Clearance is talking place as pairt of 
plans to develop the 67-acre site which 
it is hoped will eventually lead to up to 
4,000 jobs being created in the town. 

It will become the South Kiddermin¬ 
ster Enterprise Park.

Unique bird's eye view 
of history is revealed 


THIS is the West Midlands as 
you have never seen it before - 
viewed from the air shortly 
after the First World War. 

This fascinating series of pic¬ 
tures, many of them taken by vet¬ 
erans of the Great War, has been 
made available to the public for the 
first time. 

Around 15,000 photographs 
taken by Aerofilms, the world’s 
first company to specialise in 
aerial photographs, have now been 
released over the internet by 
English Heritage. The images, 
taken between 1919 and 1953, 
show how the country has been 
transformed over the last century. 

Some, such as the area around 
St Peter’s Church in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, have seen comparatively little 
change, whereas others have been

transformed by the loss of industries. 

Aerofilms was founded in 1919 by 
Francis Wills and Claude Graham 
White. Mr Wills had served as an 
observer with the Royal Naval Air 
Service during the First World War, 
while Mr Graham-White was a 
pioneer aviator who had achieved 
fame by making the first night flight 
in 1910. Between them they brought 
their specialist skills to the task of 
capturing the nation from the air. 

The Aerofilms collection, totalling 
around one million pictures, was pur¬ 
chased for the nation in 2007 when 
the company was experiencing finan¬ 
cial difficulties. 

In 1926 St Peter’s Collegiate 
Church towered proudly over the 


then town of Wolverhampton, just 
as it does today, but the wholesale 
market at the end of Wulfruna 
Street disappeared in the early 
1970s, to make way for the new Civic 
Centre. 

In 1928 the chimney of the 
Goodyear Tyre and Rubber 
Company towered over the Bush¬ 
bury area. The nearby area of Low 
Hill was being transformed by the 
construction of the new council 
housing schemes in 1927. 

The Wyrley and Essington Canal, 
and its adjacent railway line, are 
about the only recognisable features 
that survive from a picture of the 
Heath Town area which was taken 
in 1927. 

Another picture shows the Cour¬ 
taulds textile works in Dunstall 
Park, which has since been demol¬ 
ished and replaced by housing.

1. Beauty begins on the inside. During the 
summer months, trade your heavy stews 
and soups for lighter fare, including grilled 
fish and fruit salads.

Lightweight 
summer clothes don’t completely block 
the sun’s harmful ultraviolet rays. In fact, 
lightweight clothing offers very little 
SPF””usually around 8. When you spend 
concentrated time in the sun, apply a water- 
resistant or waterproof sun block, and use 
a sun block with zinc on your face. Reapply 
often. Even with sun block, you’ll get some 
color in the summer. Until you do, fake it 
with one of the many self-tanning lotions on 
the market. Whatever you do, don’t attempt 
to get a suntan the old-fashioned way. 
Wear a wide-brimmed hat to protect your 
hair from the sun and to provide additional 
protection to your face. 


5. If you work in the garden, apply protection 
against insects, and reapply as necessary. 
Not only will you avoid unsightly bite 
marks and annoying itching, but you might 
also avoid debilitating disease. Don’t take 
unnecessary chances. If the thought of 
applying DEET to your body makes you 
shudder, apply one of the natural insect 
repellants containing citronella and other 
natural essential oils. When you get bitten, 
avoid the urge to scratch. Scratching only 
intensifies the itching sensation, and it can 
lead to infection and scarring. 

6. Grow an aloe plant. They’re impossible to 
kill, even if you have a brown thumb.

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Drink-driver sentence 
slammed as ‘disgrace' 


THE family of a Kidderminster 
teacher who was knocked 
down and killed on a country 
road said a judge’s decision 
not to jail the drink-driver 
responsible was “an absolute 
disgrace”. 

Mother-of-two Brenda Wilson, aged 
62, died after being hit by Francine 
Austin’s Audi on the A458 Bridgnorth 
Road in Stourton near Stourbridge. 

At Stafford Crown Court, Judge 
John Maxwell gave Austin a hospital 
order. 

The Judge said divorced Austin, who 
has suffered from depression, faced up 
to three years in prison - but two psy¬ 
chiatric reports recommended she 
remain in a psychiatric hospital. 

Inspirational 

Austin, 54, of Heathton, Claverley, 
will be detained under the mental 
health act until she is deemed well 
enough to be released. 

Mrs Wilson’s son Edward Davies said 
after the case: “This is an absolute dis¬ 
grace. 

“She should serve the full prison sen¬ 
tence after the doctors let her out but 
she’ll probably only do ayear in the hos¬ 
pital.” 

Laura Davies said her mother was 
“an inspirational and amazing person” 
and added: “We are in so much pain.” 

It was estimated that Austin had

about 54 microgrammes of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of breath, when the 
crash happened at about 10.30am on 
August 4. The limit is 35 micro¬ 
grammes. 

In a police interview Austin, who 
pleaded guilty to causing death by care¬ 
less driving and drink driving, said she 
felt drowsy from medication she was

taking. Andrew Fisher, defending, said: 
“This lady is an otherwise decent 
citizen. She is ill and has plainly 
expressed her remorse.” 

Mrs Wilson, of Meddins Lane, 
Kinver, was a former headteacher at St 
Anne’s Middle School in Bewdley and 
was working at King Charles I School in 
Kidderminster before her death.

Baby you can drive my car... it's a hit from a modern Beetle 



MY first car was a green VW 
Beetle and I have fond memories 
of learning to drive and after 
passing my test exploring the 
country with my new found 
freedom. 

It wasn’t always plain sailing and 
having some mechanical ability certainly 
helped. Nevertheless, I have always held 
the Beetle in high esteem. 

Some 
pundits 
have 


suggested that new Beetle has evolved 
from the original: I disagree. If you take a 
look at the Porsche 911 you can see a direct 
line back to the original. 

Not so with the Beetle, the new one has 
front engine, front wheel drive so for me it 
is a homage to the original. If this sounds 
like I disapprove of the new Beetle 
then you are mistaken. 

For a start the latest incarna¬ 
tion of the Beetle has moved 
forward the latest shape 
the most obvious 
change being the 
rear light clus¬ 
ters which I 
was not 
struck on. 

It is only 
when you 
compare 
directly 
with the 


model before you see the significant body 
changes that have been made. That said it 
is still unmistakably a Beetle. 

Opening the driver’s door reveals a 
colour coded dashboard that is not dissim¬ 
ilar to my first car and gives a perspective 
which I think is unique in today’s cars. 

The dashboard is clearly laid out with 
what has to be the largest fuel gauge I have 
ever seen. 

Illuminated 

Then I spotted the Fender decal on the 
door speakers. This is a £500 upgrade that 
gives 400watts of power a subwoofer in the 
boot and illuminated door speakers. It is 
worth every penny if you enjoy listening to 
your music. 

What does differ dramatically from my 
first car is the performance and the han¬ 
dling. The 1.4 engine is a peach and some¬ 
times it is difficult, because of the 
performance to believe it is not bigger. It 
pulls with an eagerness that encourages 
you to explore its full power. A combined 
fuel consumption of 40mpg also means 
that this performance does not need to 
break the bank. Handling is superb and 


the Beetle can be thrown into corners 
confidently with suspension that is per¬ 
fectly matched to the performance. 
Steering is precise and allows you to 
place the car accurately on the road. 

As a driver’s car the Beetle does not 
disappoint and the levels of grip avail¬ 
able mean that it is sportier than it first 
appears. 

So it is unfair to compare the new 
Beetle with the old? I think it is. The 
original Beetle has a cult following and 
hails from a different era when require¬ 
ments for cars in a competitive market 
were not as strenuous as they are now. 
But, the new Beetle has much to 
commend it. From a performance per¬ 
spective the Beetle provides great fun 
from its 1.4 engine. Handling is up there 
with cars with far more sporty preten¬ 
sions and it is practical too. 

Is it a worthy successor to the original? 
I think unequivocally it has to be yes. 

Purists will probably hate it but the 
new Beetle still has no equal in the looks 
stakes and with modern performance it is 
difficult to fault.
